ery of men, women and children, made 
martyrs to their profoaolOB of Christian 
faith. WMle noBO of onr elttaoBa In Tar- 
kay hare thus far been killed or wounded, 
though often la the midst of dreadful 
scenes of danger, tbeir safety In tbn fu- 
ture Is by no oieans assured. Our govern- 
ment at boBieand ournilulster atConstan 
tinople have left nothing uudone to pro- 
tect onr mlsnlonnrles In Ottoman territo- 
ry, who constitute nearly all the Individ- 
uals residing there who have a right to 
alaim ear protection oB tha aoota of AoMr- 
laan dtlceasblp. 

0«r aSorU In this dlraotlOB win aot be 
fatoBa«i bat the boat VsoHBt and sympa 
thy that have been aroused among our 
people ought not to so far blind their rea- 
son and Judgnaeiit as to lead them to de- 
mand Impossible things. Tbe outt.reukx of 
blind tnrj which lead to murder and pil- 
lage In Ttirkey occnr suddenly nnd with- 
out notice, and aa attempt on our part to 
force sneh a baatpa n ai M Bi thara as 
Bight bo offecthra fMr •taraatloB or pro- 
tooMoa woBld aot only be rsslstm) by the 
ttttanao gweoraiaent, but would be re- 
■arded as an interruption of their plana 
ir the gre^t nstlons who assert their ei- 
MBStve rtgbt to interrsna la their own 
time and method for tha aOOMlly *i HCa 
and property lu Turlicy. 

rillkgo and I>«.tractloB. 

8evernl naval vcancls are stationed in 
the Mediterranean as a measure of cau- 
tloa and to fuinlsb all possible relief and 
refuge in oanv of emorgaaey. Wo hare 
made claims uguiuat tha Torkish goram- 
■OBt for tbe pillage aad dostruotlon of 
BitaaioBary property at Barpoot aad Ma- 
rash during uprisings at those places. 
Thus tar the validity of these dewanda 
has not been adiultted, though oar minis- 
ter, prior to HUi h outrages and in antici- 
pation of diiuger, demanded protection for 
the peraons and property of our mlsalon- 
ary citliiena lu the localities meatioaed, 
and notwltbstanding that stroof avldanoe

TMo Cabaa f *«ma»laa. 

The Instirreetlon la Oaba still contlnnea 
with all Its perplesltlaa. It Is dlifictilt t<> 

K revive that any progress has thuH fur 
sn made toward the pailtlcaf Ion of the 
Island, or that the situation of afTaliH as 
depicted In my laat annual moKHHcc bus In 
tUe least Improved. If Spain still huldR 
I avana and the oeaporta and ail the con- 
siderable towns, the iasurgeats still roam 
at will arar at laaat two-thlrda of the In 
taad eoantry. 

If the determination of Spain to put 
dowa tbo lasurcectloD seems but to 
streagthen with tbe lapse of time, as Is 
avlaced by her unheHltuiitiK devotion ef 
largely increased malitiiry sod naval 
forces to the taHlt, there Is much reason 
to believe that the Insurgvuta bare gained 
In point of numbers, and character, and 
resources, and are none the loos iaflaalblo 
la thair roaolro aot to anoeaab withont 
imctleally saenriBg the great objaota for 
which they took up arma. 

If Spain bas not yet re-established her 
authority, neither have the Insurgents yet 
made good their title to be reciinled an an 
independent state. As the omiest gocK 
on the preteiiHe that civil government ex- 
ists* on the Island, except so far as Spain 
Is nboiTt to maintain It. has boon practi- 
cal ly abandoned. Spain does heap on foot 
auch a goremment, more or less Imper 
fectly, la the large towns and their Imme 
diate saborbs. But, that exception belne 
made, the entire country is either given 
over to anarchy or Is subji-ct to the iiilll- 
tiiry oerupiitlon of one or the otiier party 
It Is ri ported. Indeed, on reliable au- 
thority tli.it. lit the demand of tbo com- 
mander-in-chief of the Insurgent army, 
tbe putative Cuban goTorament haa now 
given up all attempt to ezerdso Its fun<<- 
tlons, leaving that government confessed- 
ly (what there is the best reason for sup- 
[loslng It always to tiave been In fact) a 
gorommcnt merely on paper. 

Ho Pitched Battles. 
Were tbe Spanish nnnles able to meet 
their antugoulxts In the open, or lu pllcli- 
»d buttle, [■lOMipt nnd de'lslve resull.s 
might be looked for, and I lie Imiiieiide uu 
perlorlty of the .^paiilbh forces In uuiuberH, 
dlsclpliiie and equipment could barUly full 
to tell greatly to tbeir advantaga. 

But they ara called upon to faoa a foe 
which can choooo and does choose Its own 
ground, that from tha aataro of tbe couu 
try Is vUlble or iBTtslble st pleasure, and 
that tights only from ambuscade and wueu 
all the udvuiituges of position uud iiuai 
berM arc on Us bide. 

In a country where nil that Is Indispen 
sable to life in the way of food, (rlothlng 
sud shelter Is so easily obtatuable, espe- 
cially by those born and bred oa tha aoll. 
It Is obvious that tharo to hardly a limit 
to tho tlmo during which hostilities of 
this sort may be prolonged. Meanwhile, 
as in all cases of protracted civil strife, 
the passions of tbe comlmtauts grow more 
uud more inflamed and osoesses on both 
Bides boGouio fliora traooaBt aad daploru- 

ble. 

They are also participated in by bands 
of uluruuders who, now lu the name of 
one party and now In the name of the oth- 
er, as may bo tha oocaslon, harry tho coun- 
try at will and plondor lU wrotched lu- 
babitaats for their own advanuge. Such 
a condition of tbinga would Inevitably 
entail Immense destruction of proiierty, 
even If It were the policy of both purtica 
to prevent It as fur as prai 1 1< ui>le. 

WUolesale Annihilation. 

But "vhlle such seemed tl ri;,'lniil pol- 
icy of tin- guvcruuieiit, ll has nuw uppar 
OUtly ul'.i li'iouttl it uud is ai tiiiB upon tlie 
same tlicory us the lusurgtuls, uuiuely, 
Ihut the exigcuclea Ot the contest rcijuire 
the wuoieiiuie annihilation of property, 
that it may not proro ot asa and advan- 
tage to the enemy. 

Itia totbe sameend that,iB pnrsnanceof 
general orders, Spuulsh garrisons are now 
being withdrnwii from plautaiioiis uud 
the rural population reijulied i.i i oijc.-u 
triite Itself lu the towmt. The sure result 
would seem to be that the Induslrlul vul 
ue of tile island la fast dlmlulshlug and 
that unless there is a apaodif aad radical 
change lu existing coudltlOBa It will soon 
disappear altogotbor. That TBloe oonelsts 
very largely, of coarse, lo Its capacity te 
produce augar, a capacity already much 
reduced by tbe interruptions to tlUuge 
which have taken place during the last 
two years. 

It Is reliably asserted that stiould these 
Interriiiil Ions coiiilMiie during the current 
year, and pruclliully extend, as Is now 
threatened, to the entire sagar-produclng 
territory of the tsluud, so much time and 
■o maeh Bmnojr will be required to restore 
tbe land to Its aonual producttvoBOSs that 
It la extremely doubtful if capital can be 
Induced to even make tbe attempt. 

The spectacle of the utter ruin of an ad- 
joining country, by nature oue of the most 
fertile and charming on the globe, would 
engage the serious attention of the gov 
ernnient and people of tbe United States 
In any circumstances. In polBt ot fact, 
they have a concern with It trhlch to by 
no means of a wholly •aatlBMlital or phil- 
anthropic charaetor. It Uaa 'ao near to as 
aa to be hardly separated from our terri- 
tory. 

Our actual pecuniary interest in It Is 
second only to that of the people and gov 
eruiiieiit of Hpain, It Is reasonably estl 
mated that at leust from |;tn,00<1,000 lo 
>.>O,0OO,iX)0 of American capital ore In 
veated In pUntationa and la railroads, 
mining and other bnslaaaa enterprises nu 
tha totoni. Tha TOlnno of trade between 
the Ualtad Stataa aad Oaba, which In 18M) 
atuoiinted to about $84,000,000. rose In lHti:l 
to abotit 1106,000,000, and In Imm the ye.ir 
before the preseat insurrection broke out, 
it amounted to nearly $tKJ,000,000. 

Tezatloae aad Costly. 

Besides this lorge pecuniary stake in the 
fortunes of Cuba, tho tlnited Slutes tlnds 
Itself inextricably Involved lu the present 
contest In other ways both vexatious ami 
costly. Many Cubans reside la this coun- 
try nnd Indirectly promote the Insurrec 
tlou through tho proas, by pabllo mootlnKs, 
by the purchase and shlpaiaat of arna. by 
the raising of funds and by ether means 
which the nature of onr Instltutioas and 
tbe tenor of our laws do not permit to be 
made subjects of arlrolnal prosecutions. 

Home of them, thoiigk Cubans at heart 
and IB all their feelings and Interests, 
have taken ont (lapera as naturalised citi- 
Bens of tio< I >:>t'd States, a proceeding 
resorted to with a Tiair to possible pro- 
tectioa bf Uto gorafWMBt, aad aot nn

struggle for the better and freer covern 
iiient, and which. In tbe case of tbe more 
adveaturous and restless elements of our 
popalatlon, loada la oalf ^ aMay In- 
ataaoM to a<!tlee aad paraonal ifartlelpa- 

tlon In the contest. 

The reKult is that this government Is 
constantly rnlled uixni to protect Ainerl 
can citir.ens, > lalin d.inuines fur in|ii- 
ries to persons and property. Mow e«tlinat 
ed at many lutlllMns of dollars, nnd to ask 
explanations and apologies for the acts of 
Bpantoh offlcials wbosa aoal for tho sup 
presslon of tbe rebellloB aomotlmes bllndN 
them to the Immuultloa balaaglng to tbe 
nnoffendlng ettiteas of a friandly power. 
It follows from the same causes that the 
I'nifed States Is compelled to actively po- 
lice a lone line of seacoast ogalnst unlaw 
ful oxiiedltlons, the escape of which ttie 
utmost vigilance will not nlwnys sulRie 
to preveut. 

Poaltlva Intervention. 

These Inevitable entanglements of the 
I'nited States with the retielllon In Cuba, 
the birce .American property Interests af- 
fected, and considerations of philanthropy 
and humanity In general, have led to a 
vehement denutad la rarioas quarters for 
some sort of positive Intervention on the 
part of the United States. 

It was at first proposed that belligerent 
rights should be accorded to tbe Insur- 
gents— a proposition no longer urged be- 
canse an untiiiir>ly and Impractical opera 
tlon clearly pi-rlknis and Injurious to our 
own Interests It has since been and H 
now ooinetlmes contended that tbo lude 
pendoaco of tho laaatgeata should bo re<- 
ognlsed. 

nut Imperfect and restricted as tbe 
Spanish government of the Island may be. 
no other exists there. uiiIchs the will of 
the milltiiry oflleer In tempurary comriianil 
of a pa'tli-ulnr diKtrlct can l»' dIgiillU d us 
a species of Koveniuiciit It Is now al.so 
rtggested that the United States should 
bay tbe Uland— a suggestion pooalbly wor- 
thy ef coasideratlon If there were any 
evidence of a daairo or wllllngaeaa oa the 
part of Spain to entertain suck a proposal. 

It Is urged, Anally, that, all other meth- 
ods falling, tho existing internecine strife 
In Cuba should he teruilunted by onr lu- 
terventl(ai. e\en at the cost nt war be- 
tween the I nited States and Spain -u war 
which Its advocates conlld*?iitly prophesy 
could be neither large in Its i>rop.)rt ion> 
nor doubtful In Its issue. The currectiiess 
of this forecast need be neither aillriiicil 
nor denied. Tbo Daltad Htatsa baa, nev 
ertheless, a charactar to aialBtalB aa a na 
tlon. which plalBljr diotatea that right and 
not might BBOBld bo tho rule at Ita con 
duct. 

Further, though, thO United States Is 
not a nation to which pea<e is a nec(>ssl 
ty. It Is In truth the most iiucllic of pow- 
ers ami deiilrea nothing so much a.* to live 
in amity with all the world. Its own am- 
ple and diverslfled domalna aatlsfy nil pos 
sibie longlnga for territory, preclude all 
d reams of conqoost, and prevont any cast 
Ing of ooTotoaa eyes upon neighboring re- 
gions, howoTor attractive. 

0«r Caad a a a ^Fovard ifato. 

That onr condact towarda Spain and ber 
dominions has constltnted no exception to 
this natl<inal disposition Is made manifest 
by the iioirse of our government, not only 
thus f ir during the present iiisnrri'ctlon, 
but ilnrint the ten years that followed the 
rlslnn at Vara In IStW. 

No other great power. It may safely be 
said, under drcamatances of similar per- 
plexity, would hara manifested the same 
ri'stralnt and tha same pattont eadarance. 
It may alao be said that this persistent 
attitude of the United States toward 
Siialn In connection witb Cnini unques. 
tioii.ibiy evinoas BO Slight rospect and re- 
gard for SpalB aa tha part eC tha Amer- 
ican people. 

They In truth do not forget her connec- 
tion nltli the discovery of the western 
heinispljere, nor do they underestimate 
the great qualities of the Spanish people, 
nor fail U> fully recognize their spMadld 
patrlotlam and tbeir chlvalroua doTOtlon 
to tho national honor Tbey view with 
wonder and admiration the cheerful reso- 
lution with whi< li vast bodies of men are 
seat across thousands of tniles of ocean, 
and an enormous debt accumulated, that 
the cn.stly pi)Sse>j..;|on of the Hem of tin- 
Antilles muy btlll hold Ita place In thv 
Br>anlsh crown. 

And yet neither tbe goTomment nor the 
people of tho United Btatea have abut 
their eyes to the coaroa of events In Cu- 
ba, nor have failed to reallce tbe ezlateuce 
ef conceded grievances which have led to 
the present revolt from the authority of 
Spain— grIevaiK'cs recuKnl/.ed by the queen 
regent and by the cortes, voiced by the 
most patriotic and enlightened of Spanish 
atateanien without even regard to party, 
and denutBSttatad by refornu propoaed by 
the execatlre aod approved bf tho legia- 
latlve branch of the Spanlah tOTorament. 

It la In the ussuiued temper and disposi- 
tion of tbe Spanish gorernnient to remedy 
theae grievances, fnrtlMed by lufluentlal 
public opinion in Rpalu, that this govern- 
ment has hoped to discover the most 
promising and effective means of compos- 
ing the preeent strife with honor and ad 
vontage to Spala, and with tho achieve 
ment ot all raaaaaabla abjaota ot tba in- 
surroetloB. 

Oooaiao Aatoaoaay, 

It would soem that If Spain should offer 
to Cuba gaaolBO antoaomy, homo rule 
which, wlula praaarrlBg tba soverelguty 
of Hpain, woald satisfy all rational r«>- 
qulrementa Of hor SpanUb subjects, there 
should be no Just reason why the pacifica- 
tion (if the Island niii;ht not be i ffei ted on 
tlixt basis. .Such a result would appear to 
be 111 the true interest of all concerned, 
it would at once stop tbe uoalllct wbicb Is 
now consuminc tho reaouroasof tho tolund 
and making It worthless for whichever 
party may altlmately prevail. It would 
keep tataet tba possessions of Rpain with- 
out touching her honor, which will be con 
suited rather than Impugned by the adc 
quate redress of admitted grleviinces. 

It would put the prosperltyof the Island 
and the fortunea of its Inhabitants within 
their own control without severing the 
nutural and ancient ties which bind them 
to tho mother conatry, and would yet en- 
able them to tost their capacity for self 
goverpmoat under the most favorable con- 
ditions. It baa been objected on the one 
side that Spain should not promlNw auton 
oniy until ber Insurgent subjerts lay down 
their arms; on the other side, that pruui 
ised autonomy, however llbeiiil, Is Insnltl 
clent, becauae without aoaurauce of the 
promise being fnilllled. 

lint tbe rtasonablenesa of a requirement 
by Ipala of BBOoadltlaBal aorroader on 
the part of tho lasargant Oobaaa bofore 
their autonomy is conceded is not alto- 
gether apparent. It Ignores Important 
featuresnf the situation- -the stability two 
years' duration has given to the insiirreo-

Imminent ruin or rne isinmf iinio.-;s the 
present strife Is Hpi'cdlly i(,mpi,se(l: aliM\-e 
all. the rank aloi~es which all parties in 
Sp!iln. all bniiu lH s of her irovernmi-nt mid 
ail her leading publii' men concede to ex- 
tot and pratesa a desiro to romore. 

DariBg such drcnmstanees to withhold 
the proffer of needed reforms until thi- 
parties deninnding them put themselves at 
Its mercy by throwing down their arms 
Ins the iippearance nf negleetlBg the 
graves! of perils and inviting suspicion a« 
to the sine, rliy nf any professed willing 
iirss to grant reforms. The oblectloii on 
behiilf of the Insurgets— that promised 
reforms can not l>e relied upon— must of 
course be considered, though we have no 
right to assame and ao reason for assum- 
ing that anything Spain undertakes to do 
for tho relief of Cuba will not be done nc- 
cordlBg to both tho spirit and tha letter 
ot tha oadartaklng.

Kevertheless, all realising that auspi- 
clons and precantloao on the part of the 
weaker of two comhataota are always 

natural and not nlwnys Joatllable— being 
sincerely desirous In tbe Interest of both

It should be added that It cannot be re.i- 
son.ab!y aseumed that the hitherto expect- 
ant atilfude of the United i^tates will be 
liidofltiltKly mulntaJned While we are an- 
xious %o aicord all due rf-r;iert to >h-i- muv 
erelrnty of Spain, we cannot view the 
pending eonfllot In all Its features, and 
properly apprehend our Inevitably ciost 
relations to It. and Ita pcsa.ble results, 
without considering 'hat by tbe course 
of events we may be drawn Into such *n 
unusual oJid unprecedented condition at;

Senor Dupuy de Lome, the Spanisli 
minister, was not in attendance dunn>r 
the day, but two of the secretaries of 
the Spanish legation carefully noted tlie 
references to the Cuban conflict. Min- 
ister Hatch of Hawaii and Mr. 0(K)i)er, 
the Hawaiian minister of fun ign ''f- 
fairs, were attentive li.stouers, although 
the message contained uorefeTCOoeto 

the Hawaiian Islands. 

The diplomatic Kallery was vacated aa 
s<K)n as tile foreign (juestions reforr(;d to 
in the message had been read. 

On the floor of the senate printed 
copies of the message were distrihut'd 
and those gave the senators opportunity 
to rea<l the salient features instead (jf 
listeniuK to them. .\s a result there 
was s(;unt atti iitinn after the reading 
had pnxeeded beyond the first lialf 
hour.

Erotlts they also reduce prices and thus 
enellt the public. It must be remem 
bered, howevar, that a reduction of prices 
to the people Is not one of the real objects 
of these orp.anlzatlons, nor Is their tend- 
eni y ne. esparlly in that direction. If It 
occurs in a particular case it is only be 
cause It accords witb tba pvrposos or in- 
terests of thosa managing the schemes. 

When, however. It Is considered that 
those who bear the burdens of t.axallon 
have no guaranty of honest

plainly manifest 

When our dlfferencss are forgotten, aad 
our contrasts of poUtioai opinion are no 
longer remembered, nothing in the retro 
spect of our public service will be as 
fortunate and comforting aa ths rscollaC' 
tlon of official duty well performed and 
the memory of a constant devotion to ths 
Interests of our confiding fellow-country 
men.

The itauntless Not Fined «ud

JAonoirmuE, Fla., Deo. 8.— The
